tional honor, to advance, witii the contiinu’d favor o{ tirP hrnenernt Providenc", which 
presided over the .strug';Iff's o'f our nationa! infrinr‘ , with a firm and steady pace, to 
that degree of prnspericy atid greatness. t,i vvhicli, with our abundant resources, the 
people of a free government mav* coufldontly aspire.

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tkt rafejcct ef these t^alnJs to the War DcpartmcJtt, in a communication boartci^ 
<1atc on the Si<i of March la-st, and urged that every thing should be done, which 
could be, justifiably, to encourage, rather than repress, or cool, such generous ar-' 
«dour, and laudable patriotism. 1 was answered by the Secretary of War, under date 
March 23rd, that the accounts of the Militia, not received into service, “must await 
the result of t'ne deliberation of Congress, to winch body the Subject had been sub- 
■^uitted.” Since then, 1 ha\ e received uo further intelligence on the subject from 
^he Departmtlu. It is believed, however, that no appropriation, to satisfy such- 
clain;S, was made at tiie late Session of Congress; arid, it is respectfully submitted to 
the Nvisdovn t.f yoUr ho!.<'>rr.b;e Ik-ov, whether liberal policy docs not demand of the 
li’.e poiyment of ci li’cos of diis character—afier w'hicli au a:)peal might be made 
to the jc.stice of llu* G t-ner-.l v ieve; e.mear.

I aisu sta¬ 
ted Col. Lindsay had informed me that /;c wtuild b-o dircjt’vd to meet tlu- Regiment, 
and muster it into service, agreeably to which uudn si lathe.v, my order (a copy 
of which I enclosed) was wi itten; tlsat 1 CApectedi liim to ritt.eud accordingly; and 
requested a “r{.);lv at the e irliest moment.” Having iuaird nothing from Cap*. 
Xlaiding, or Col. I/irnlsay, uj^on this su':]' -rt, on the d:;d oi hlarch, 1 again ad¬ 
dressed the former, repeating tiic su!>stanr'- -.d v ie'-.ter, ju'st mentioned, and my re¬ 
quest for the arms, and his attendance at t!ie j.'lace of rendezvous. I had deter¬ 
mined to be present on that occasion, and, though much debilitated by long and se¬ 
vere indisposition, I sat out for that pl;ice on the 5tli of March, with that view,- but 
after advancing forty miles, in consequence of my feebie health, and the inclemency 
x'.f the weather, 1 was compelied to ahnnden my purpose, as impracticable, and 
confide the direction of affairs t<> M;'jor Gt neral King of the 3rd Division. The 
Regiment, having remained at Vm.i i>,t i'.l iltolddi oI M.ircb, (four days after the 
time appointed for rendezvous) and no into’digence, whatever, having in the mean 
time, been received from Capt. IT udlng, was, undt'r my authoiity, di^acUarged by 
General King. 

Subsequent to the discharge of this Uegh. and after my return to the ^eat of 
GevernmebV, I received a letter from Capt. T1 aiding, dated on the lOtU of March, 
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(bat postmarked on the 9th,) acknowledjpng; the receipt of mine of the 
it -was the first official information he had received on the subject, and, though 
call had caught him somewljat unprepared, and mv communicatioii was iiuch, 
not justify him with tlie Ciovennnent of the United in Icavin;^ his 
undc^ in* circumstunccs, which he in^-ntioned, he sliould obey my smnrnons, nr^ 
rely on me for authority. By anothei letter, dated on the 12th of Marcli, Cni,. 
Harding acknowledged the receipt of ntine, of tiie 20-h Febninry, and said “on t'l. 
I4th, (March) you may depend on my !)eingat Vernon to muster the men intos^. 
vica.” However, notwitlistanding bis strong assurance, Capt. Harding did not ;> 
rive at Vernon on the 14tli,—the day on which the regiment was discliarged—noi f. 
Beveral days afterwards. 

On the 19th of March, 1 l; an.snv.tted to the Secretary of War copies of the cor, 
raunications of Gen. Scotland Coi Lindsay, and of my correspondence with Cap 
Harding, in relation to tliis Hegirncnt, with such explanations as were (Iceiur 
necessary; and, amongst other thing's, remarked, that “regarding tlie eflects likely 
be produced upon the public service, and justice to the State ot Alabama, and ti: 

and patriotic men, who volunteered their services, I tliink, with due drferent- 
the conduct of Col. Lindsay and Capt. Harding, both, demands an investigation.” ! 
reply to this coni'V,unication, under date 15di of April 1830, the Secretary ofW:, 
informed ^,e “instructions had been given to Alajor Cicn.

have been the result of its investigations, I am not yet informed. But, it is not h 
probable, it has hitherto been found inconij)atible with the interests ot the publics:': 
vice, to detail the number ol officers ncccssai'y to constitute such a triburial. 

Believing it desirable to ent offi, and prevent, all communication between the Creel 
and Seminoles; to restrain all attempts, should any l'>e vn.ide on ih.e iiart of the fornif 
to aid the latter, in their hostilitie.s against the United States; that it was imporu- 
to repel the advances of the Seminoles in this direction, should they, a:s seemed pin, 
able, find themselves about to be overwhelmed by superior force, and attempt to b 
into this State, and seek safety by mingling with the Crea-ks; and that it would,; 
the same time, give confidence and security fo our own citizens; I had coidiall)' a. 
proved the expediency, of raising and calling into servif e, the Regiment just spokf 
of, at the time it was ordered. Afterwards, 1 had received many communications, ti¬ 
the counties formed out of the Creek territory—some from committees appointpar 
public meclingt, some from official, and others from private individuals—winch i 
formed me^of various hostile indications of the Creek Indians, and conhrmed 
belief that'some such military force ought to be employed in that quarter,{ton 
purposes intimated. Having 720 //oteer “ to c:all forth the mlhtui,* except that co, 
ferred by our State Constitution, “ to execute the laws, to suppress msurrcciioh 
and repel invasions,’* and no funds iny dispo;sal to subsist a single company^ 
the public service; and entertaining the o])inion that sufficient power and 
the defence of our citizens, were possessed by the authorities of the General Lrover^ 
ment, on the 22d of Marc’n, 1 enclosed to the .Secretary of War, most of the seve 
communications alluded to, and expressed the hope that, from them, he woulU p

In his answer, after 
assuring me of the pronijitn ?ss and eHiciencr with whicli lie v/ould afford relief to our 
fellow citizens, if hostilities sliould he commenced, he remarked, ^'bnr fr<j7n the be$t 
information 1 kuTr been able to obtain^ I have^ at. fii'cscnf^ (2d of May J no reason 
to anticipate such cm event. Grcn. Shearer further remarked; 

‘d have conversed witii a ger-tlen rm, wiio has rpent a good deal of time in the 
Creek ctninti y, since Januat y, and 'f: recently f'om there, who gives it as his opinion, 
that tliere is luah-ng to he appreinaided iVom ilie Indians, unless the daily intrusions 
committed on thiem hv the v.ldtes, shall d:lvc them to desperation. I also find this 
view ot the* suh'ic et te.ken by the editor ('f a M'.aitgomerv paper, and also Ijy that of 
tlic (jcoreia Journal.” As a conciusivr* priau* that (icn. fdiearcr believed that he had 
** no reason to anticipate such an evett,” so far as I am inhumed, he took no step, 
whatever, (as unditr difierenl impressi-..ns lu-certainly would have done,) “to hold in 
readiness to march at a mon'ionts warning’,” “such rolunteer compr.nies o.s: were already 
foMiied, eras n'light !)e form'd, witli a \ *.c\v to th.e coritem-ilated service.” 

Major (ietu ral Irwin, in h'-^ letter of tlie Itli i f May, ei know!edging th.e receipt 
C'f my ord.e 1 s to him of th.e i.f A pi il, uniarkcd—“I have ito later in-formation 
than you liave riTcived from Mr. hiot-gan, (the g-nllemcn v.'!!!) had brought me a 
communication from the citizens of Irwint< 11 , before the issmuice of my lu-dcrs,) 
except that a gord many pei'^oiis from this -'wti'.n of the Slate dceiii it ^u ndent not 
to travel ihti'aigh the Indian ronr.try, f;om tliis to Coh'.in!>as, (»e('agia, c-cc.” In the 
*anie letter Gen. 1 1 svin added, ** I 'vill report to vou ;.’i the ie.fornia.tion iltat I can 
rely upon.” iJui his letter contained no intimation that troops i 'igbt then to be 
marclicd into t!ui nation; ncr did 1 rccei*. e any fnrthet- “ report ” from liim, til! some 
(lays after rny arrival at .Moargnmery. Indeed, information wore the same doubtful 
aspect till the war had aefuady bet^nn; and even ns late as th.e 16th of Mav, (five dav» 
alter 1 had i-eceived infelligencc of the first nmirdeis) tlic \vav>b>ill Inongl-t on by the 
stage, which left Moatg.imery on th.e ni-ght r.f the l.dli, or in )i r.ir.g of the I-U!i, had 
a memorwndum stating, in sul:st/nce, that no danger was lo be ap^preh.ended from 
iravclling th.-ough the nation.

He 
iurtiier said—“ In the mean time, liowei er, should tlie conduct oftlsc Creek ludians 
be such as to leave no dou!)t of their hostile intention^, 1 am instructed !)V the President 
to inform you, that he will sancti;>n the callin;;: e.ut i f i.uch a force, for th.e purpose of 
subduing them, as might he found necessary, ))rcviouslv to the adoption of any other 
measure, on the part of the Government, or the inteiierence of Gen. Scott. I liavc to 
request, however, that no force should he called out until the exigency provided for in 
the constitution arises, and the hostile designs of the IndKans become apparent.” 'I'he

I nny here add, the inforrmtifm before the War Department appears to have con* 
tinned of the same character tiiitil the war commenc cd. For, after my arrival 
Mon^grmery, I received from the Secretary a letter, dated 5(h raf May, in reply 
my two letters of the 15th and hS’th of April, in which he briefly referred xo/ih letter 
of the l5:h of A])ril, in reply lo mine nf the 22d Mnrch, noticed, as having 
communicated “the measures which the President had deemed proper to authorise 
to pre\ ent or suppn'ss any ho'^tile ( fforts rtf tin Creek Iiuliai^s iu the State of Alabamaj*' 
repcatinj^ t/ie belief that those Indians did not meditate disturbances ; and leaving me to 
act ncc( !dingt() ihc views prestnied in his pvcvioQs communication. 

The first intelligence that rea.chc d me going V^evond the mere expression of appre- 
hensions of danger, was from llrigadier General JdIui Brantley, commanding the 6>.h 
Division, in llie absence of M ijor General Shearer, bearing date at Selsna, May 10th, 
Had received on the 11th, in whic.li he said, ** an express b 'me by the Rev. Mr, 
D; ■wson, of Ch)luml)us, Georgia, came to Gen. Sheai er yesterday, calling loadly for 
aid in suppressing the hosiiliiies of the Creek Indians. Leiter.s were likewise received, 
giving me conclusive evidence that the Tndi.ms liad actiialiy comiiienced liostilities on 
the white inhabitants.** But even this coninuinicati( n contained no specification ot aiiy 
pai lit ular act of war. 

Having prevailed on the Postmaster at tlii.s place, to keep the mail open, for the 
pur nose of enabling me to despatch orders, I answered Gen. Brai>tley by the return 
mail, that shoiild tlie i».formation received be confirmed, or remain uticontrudictedf 
“vou will organize the troops which mav have been required to rend(' 7 V'>us at 
']^‘^o^Mgomcrv, and subsist lie. m thruogh the agency of Quarter .Vlasters for the present. 
"You wdI also cause theni^ when nrg,iitizc'.l, ai iued anrl equipped, to march‘unth the 
Utmost Jiromfitiiude to tiie theatre- of hostiliciey^ and defend and ^ive firoteciion^ at 
far as fracticuble, to our citizens.’* I also iivP-rmed him that, in all |)rob,iKilitv, a 
battalion would be ready to march from the 5ih Divi.sion, under my orders to (.reu. 
Irwin, to wh(vm I directed him, if lie found that adciitioiial force m cessary, to give 

he earliest notice practicable and furnish them with arms and ammuninon fron* 
Montgomery.*’ I further dirteted him, on the leeeipt of my order, to ‘^repair 
immediately to Montgomery, and endeHyor to aset-rtain, with much certainty a# 
the number of Indians eng igrd, or likely to be eiv<-,aged in hostility against 
Ihr whites, und comnmnirate to me the re.snit widtnnt delay. **

"Never was a more cheerful alacrity,or a 
more pan iolic enlliusiasm evin.ced, than ho the po])ulat';on of every part of the-^Stp.te, 
upon which the several requisitions we; e mude. It would be invidious to paiticular- 
ize the i)ront];tituc$e of anv tuu! l)ivisi(,n, ihigade or Regini\ent. 'I'he same lofy 
spirit Oi ci'iivalry, and patriotism distinguished every corps. It was suiTicient for 
them that they were inroi-ined tire war whoop was resounding within our befaie 
peaceful limits; and tlrat savage co'.triagt atitins were threatenitrg to sweep over, de¬ 
populate, and devastate th.e country of tV.eir Itrrth.ren, and friends. I hey knew ii 
was the iudiscriminale warfare of thic tonraJ-a -vk ar-d sc;ih,>ing kr»ife, tltat Sj areii 
neither age nor sex.

'I'he southern extremity of the territory occupied by the enemy had been 
guarded, by tlie troops under the immediate commaiid of Brigadier General i. 
They had scoured that part of the Ovation lying in Barbour and bordering on i 
and had taken a number of prisoners. It is believed, not an Indian escaped to r < 
da on this side of the (fhatahoochee. In a very few days, ilie remaining 
who had taken up arms, were captured by the citizen soldiers of Alabama,and 
war terminated. ^ r i 

Having received a report from Major General Patteson, under data of the x, 
June, announcing these important and gratifying results, so far as they 
ted with his immediate command, I addressed Major General Jessup, on the Set 
June, suggesting that unless General Patteson was much mistaken (which 1 ctx 
not suppose,) the war might be considered at an end, and remarked:— 

“If the conclusion just intimated, be correct, the question of deepest

the sevrral States, in proportion to tlie number of members from each State, in the

I'he object of requesting that these re'.oiutions be laid before you, is, expressly, to 
obtain your c.o-operation; consequently it is yainr especial province la respond to the 
pl'opo^ilion inv lived.

I cannot bCUcrvo the pei^eof Alabama, (or, indeed, the people of anjrof those 
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can be induced to acquiesce in the rucasurc for that, comparativelv, paltry consider¬ 
ation. “They would not sell their bright prospects of increasing wealth and growing 
power at such a price. 'I'hcy would not place a sunt of money, to be paid into their 
treasuries, in competition with the settlement of thrir waste lands, and the increase 
of their population. Thee would nor consider a small or a large annual sum, to be 
paid theirgovernment, and immediately expended, as nn equivalent for that enduring 
wealth, wliich is composed of Hocks and herds, and cultivated fara»s. No tempta- 
tion will allure them from that object of abiding interest, the settlement of their waste 
lands, and the increase of a hardy race of free citizens—their glory in peace and their 
defcncne in war.” 

Let us not despair in a just cause. Relying on the justice and liberality of the Gen¬ 
eral Ciovernment, let us once more unite with our Iircthren of the other new States, 
in exertions to obtain a reduction and graduation of the price of the public lands* 
which have been many years offered for sale, and which furnish conclusive evidence 
of their inferiority: by remaining still unsold. 

Since your last session,! appointed Washington T. Mav, E^^q. Judge of the County 
Court of Marshall county, Robert Hooks, Esq. Judge of the County Court of DeKalb 
county, and George ilirdwell, lascp Judge, of the Countv Court of ('herokce county; 
those counties having been established at the last session, and Judges of said Courts* 
not having been then elected. 

The olhce of Judge of the County Courts of Morgan, Blount and Bibb have also 
become vacant, during the recess of the Legislature, by the resignations of the several 
incunibents; and have been filled by the appointment of Horatio Ehilpott, Esq. to fill 
the vacancy in Morgan, Patrick Scott, Esep to fill that of Blount, and Hiram Hemp¬ 
hill, Es(pto fill that of Bibb county. 

Also, since your last adjournment, the Hon. Reuben Saffold has resigned his office 
as one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and the Hon. Henry W. Collier has been 
appointed to fill the vacancy occasioned thereby; Peter Manin, Esq. has been ap¬ 
pointed Judge ot the third Judicial Circuit, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
iration of the Hon. Henry W. Collier; and Alexander B, Meek, K^^q. has been ap¬ 
pointed Attorney General, to fill the vacancy occasioned bv the resignation of Peter 
Martin, lasq. 

1 he ccrtihcatcs of State stock heretofore issued for six hundred thousand dollars, 
on account ot tlic interest of the State in the Bai»k of Mobile, have been delivered up, 
by the President, Directors and ('ompany of that Bank, cancelled, aiid deposited with 
the Cashier ot the Bank of the State of Alabama; and certificates for a like sum have 
been issued and delivered over, in lieu thereof, according to the ])rov;sions of the act, 
approved December 18th, 1835, entitled “an act to amend the form of certain Stale 
stock.” 

All tlic certificates of State stock authorized by the act entitled “an act to provide 
for the sale ot certain State stock therein mentioned,*’ apjiroved December 29th, 1835; 
and by the act entitled “an act to increase tlie capital ot the Branch of the Bank of the 
State t)t Alabama, at Hunlsville, and for other jmrpnses,” approved January 9th, 
1836, (except certificates for five hundred thou'^aiul dollars to increase the capital of 
the Branch at Huntsville, wiiich have net been called for) have been issvied and deliv¬ 
ered to the President and Directors of the State Bank and its several branches, in the 
proporiions recpiired to each, and the receipts of their respective Presidents arc on file 
in the office of the Treasurer. 

Commissioners have been duly appointed to examine the several Branches of tlie 
Bank of the State of Alabama, and also for tlie Bank of Mobile, and for the Planter’s 
and Merchant’s Bank at Moliile; and, through their repoi ts, you will no doubt, in a 
few days, be informed of the condition of all, except the branch at Mobile, in regard 
to the examination of which, I understand, some unexpected obstacles have been pre¬ 
sented, which mav be supposed to require some ex])lantiori. 

On the *j3d of September, 1 appointed Messrs. John Murphy, of Clark county, and 
John B. Hogan and Samuel H. Garrow, of the city of Mobile. Commissioners to ex¬ 
amine the Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama, at Mobile. The two latter 
had served in the same capacity under the appointment of my ]ircdeccssor; the gen¬ 
tleman first named had borne a conspicuous part in the establishment of the Bank of 
the Slate of Alabama, on its presents basis, and has alwaysenvinced a lively interts’: 
in its success and prosperity. At an early day after the appointment became know n 
t9 the board of directors, I understand they adoptd a resolution, instructing the Cashier 
to Inform Messrs. Murphy and Gan ow, that it would be conwenieut for them to pio- 
4 
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cced with the examination of the books and accounts of the Bank on that day a i 
the same time instructing that officer to inform Col. Hogan that it was the opini 
the board that he was inelligible to the appointment, because he was Colleciot* ohw 
Port of Mobile, the appointment of exaniiner bpini^ aa office under the ^tateol 
rrnment. This resolution was made known to Coi. Hogan, and was understood^' 
it was doubtless intended, to preclude him from any participancy in the examination? 
the Bank. 

This resolution seems to have been predicated on two assumptions: first that the in. 
pointment of Commissioner is an office of profit under this State, in the constitution? 
aense of the term; and, secondly, that the Board of Directors are ex-officio cornem. 
tors of the constitution^ 

The law, requiring these appointments, does not use the term office or officer,\\ 
reference to the duty, or the agents who are to perform it; the terms Cojnmmonen 
and Conimitt-ee are used to designate them. The persons appointed are not requirec 
to perform such duties as usually pertain to offiicerf<^ either executive^ judicial^ormin 
istcrial. They are appointed “to examine all books, papers and accounts’^ in a pai 
ticular bank, and make report to the Legislature at the next session. Toconstitutf 
an officer y in ,^the meaning of the term, either technically, or in common parlance 
something more is necessary, than the mere performance of a duty, in which thepu!^ 
lie may be concerned. Jurors are required to investigate questions of fact, am! some, 
times of fact and law combined, and report the result to the Court, and are moreover 
paid for their service, but we do not hear them called officers, nor is the station ofj 
juror called an office. A Commissioner to examine a bank is not called upon to per¬ 
form public duties, of any description, for a term of years, or during good behaviour, 
or at the pleasure of the appointing power; but simply, to unite with others in a single 
transaction—to examine a bank—which may occupy a month, a week, or perhapsM 
more than a day—and report the facts to the Legislature, when the duties end. 

The appointment of Commissioners, for the examination of a bank has, perhaps 
never before been considered an office. It is very obvious that my immediate prede 
ccssor never so considered it, else he could not have made a large portion of the ap¬ 
pointments, which emanated from him, for the same purpose. It appears he appoint¬ 
ed Col. George W. Owen, whilst holding the same office of Collector of the Portci 
Mobile, now held by Col. Hogan, to examine the same Branch Bank. It also appears 
that he appointed John Elliott, Esq. on the lOth October; 1834, whilst holding tbe 
office of District Attorney of the United States, for the Southern District of Alabama, 
a Commissioner to examine the Bank of Mobile, with similar compensation to per- 
form like duties; and, consequently, equally liable to objections of unconstitutionality* 
if it exist, 

Furthemore, the act of the General Assembly, requiring the appointment of Com 
missioners to examine the several Branch Banks, was approved on the l2di dayoi 
January, 1833, when Col, B, Hogan of Mobile, James Abercrombie, Esq. then c: 
Montgomery, John Vining, Esq, of Madison, and the Hon. Reuben Chapman, of Mor¬ 
gan, were all in the Senate of the State Legislature; and in the month of August 
ensuing, when the Senatorial term of neither had expiredy each was appointed a Coifr 
missioner under its provisions. If the appointment of a Commissioner, had been re 
garded as an office, this could not have been done, without violating the 25th seciion 
of the 3d article of our constitution, which declares: 

“No Senator or Representative shall, during the term for which he shall have beer 
elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit under this State, which shall havt 
been created, or the emolunrients of which shall have been increased, during sucl 
term; except such offices as may be filled by elections by the people.** 

It is believed all these Senators served, as Commissioners; and, if they did» cad 
of them violated this provision of the constitution, by accepting, as much as did 
predecessor by conferring the appointment. 

But whatever difference of opinion there may be on the first (if indeed there beany] 
there can be none in regard to the other assumption of the board of directors—that 
they are conservators of the constitution—at least as far as regards the acts of others- 
If the directors be officers, at all, they are merelv ministerial, and, the doctrine's 
r settled, that, as such, they had no right to pass on the question 

of Col. Hogan s elligibility, or the validity of his appointment. For them it'vas 
enough that he held evidence of his authority to examine from the executive; and 
appom^^nt could only have been set aside by the judicial power, or by the LegisI*' 
ure. 1 he charter does not constitute the directers conservators of the constitution-^ 
1 does not require them to take an oath to support it—and, either, taking the oath t® 
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support the constitution, or adjudging the incompetency of a Commissioner, on the 
ground of the incompatibility of his appointment with the constitution, was, with due 
deference, and act of supererogation. The inexpediency of the exercise of such pow¬ 
er by the board will be obvious, by the single reflection that, if they can adjndgo one 
Commissioner inelligible, and therefore incompetent to examine) they may another, 
and all that may be appointed; and consequently they may prevent an examination, 
or delay it, and thereby defeat all the beneficial purposes intended l)y the act, and 
riin the bank, before you are apprised of its danger. It would also seem reasonable, 
if they have the right to reject a commissioner, that they should, at once notify the 
executive, that some other appointment, which would meet their approbatiout might 
be made; otherwise an examination might be defeated, although the executive might 
be willing to yield to the more enlightened judgment of the board, 

I have also received intelligence that the board of directors, on the 24th ult. after 
reciting, that they had received information of the dangerous illness of the Hon. John 
Murphy, in consequence of which he could not perform the duty of examining the 
bank, the unwillingness of Samuel H. Garrow, Esq. to take the responsibility alone, 
and the anxietij of the President and Directors that an examination of the Bank 
should take placcy whilst they reiterated their opinion of Col. Hogan’s ineligibility, 
resolved that he might proceed in the examination with Mr. Garrow. It is gratifying 
to find, that the consciencious scruple of the board have yielded to their sense of ex¬ 
pediency, and we may hope for a report on the management of the bank in the course 
of the session, if those scruples should not recur. I have instructed the commission¬ 
ers to persevere with the examination, till it be completed; though they may not be 
able to make their report during the first week of the session. 1 beg leave to refer you 
to the opinion of the Attorney General, herewith presented, on the constitutional 
questions, raised by the board of directors. 

Would it not be expedient to limit individuals to some reasonable amount of indebt¬ 
edness in all our State institutions, as well on account of bills, as notes? It certainly 
was the original design of our State Bank, that its benefits should be diffused as 
equally and extensively as possible through the whole community; and I see no pro¬ 
priety in departing from the principle. I can see no good reason for allowing ten, or 
twenty times the amount of accommodation to one individual, that is grantmto an¬ 
other, merely on account of the form he may choose to adopt in making his appli¬ 
cation. 

Participating with you in a just solicitude for the welfare and happiness of our con¬ 
stituents, and the advancement and prosperity of our State, I tender you my cordial 
co-operation in every measure, having a tendency to accomplish those desirable ob- 
/iects. That harmony may attend your deliberations, and that your labors may be 
crowned with the most beneficial results, is my sincere and devout supplication.

'I’lie preserva¬ 
tion of tlie Kxecutive froui any co'idcmnaiion ot the Senate, except upon articlesd 
jmiieachment, presented by the House of iU’iireseiitatives, lio believes lobe necessar/ 
to the independence of the department, and essential to ihe security (^f that officer 
from unjust aud unwar ranted jierseciitions. He was therefore willing" to havegiven 
permanence to the sentiment of disapprobation that prevails concer ning the courst a- 
dopted liy the Senate.

Air iT/oore called up the engrossed joint memorial to the Congress of lli® 
United States, asking the right of pre-emption lo the actual settlers ol the 
public lands. Mr Smith of m. moved to amend tlie same by w^ay of e'J' 
grossed rider, to come in at the end of the last paragrafih in the memorial 
which is as follows: Your memorialists w’ould further res})ectlull3" present 
another important view of this subject, that there arc five luuulred 
American people who have no home, who arc lioncst, indusu ions and 
ful citizens, who love their country and obey its Jaws, whilst the govern 
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men! holds more lliantwo hinulred ana fifty millions of acres of wilrl lands, 
lyino’ waste and uncultivated in the vast forest of the West, of which more 
:lhan”one hundred millions of acres have been surveyed the government, 
and yet remain unsold. These five luindred thonsand citizens are too poor 
to compete with the riclu well organised, enrolled companies of land pur¬ 
chasers, who attend all the pnlilic land sales, and from tlieir overgrown 
cajiitals purchase all the valuable lands, leaving [nothing but the liarren 
lands for those wlio arc poor, which gives no hope for a better condition to 
this large mass of your citizens, and all this without addiwg to the public 
revenue; as hut little of your lands sell for more than the minimum price. 
Moreover an enhanced jiricc of the public lands is not necessary foi public 
revenue, as the government treasury is already full to oveiTiuwtug, and the 
government without a cent of public debt hanging over it. Your memo¬ 
rialists, therefore, pray tliai Congress would pass a law authorising any 
citizen of the Unitecl States to enter upon any quarter section of any of the 
oublic lands that have been surveyed, and u|jon applying to the register of 
the land district in which the same ma)^ lie, and paying the government 
price to the receiver of public monies, to he entitled to and shall leceive a 
certificate of purchase thereof, in the same manner os purchasers at public 
sale are entitled, which was adopted. The joint memorial as amended, was 
then read a ihinl time and passeil. Orrlered, that the title lie as aforesaid. 
Ordered, that the same he sent to the Senate for their concurrence. 

Mr Payne called up the bill to amend an act, approved .lanuary 9th, 
1836, entitled an act to aholisli direct taxation in this State, which was read 
a second time. Mr Davis moved to amend the same by the following words: 
Provided the same shall not exceed seventy-five per cent on the Slate lax, 
which was lost.

]\It Smith of Maoison, fiom the judiciary committer, to whicli was referred a 
bill to alter and amend an act to alter tlie mode of sclecung grand jurors, r<"ported 
the same back, to the House, with tnt opinion that it wcjuld be incxjicdient to j^ass the 
bill.

Mr Bayne tioin the committee on prop<"*sitions and gi'icvanccs, to which was refer¬ 
red the jietition (jI ii'>bea Holcombe, wliich was read a first time, and the constitu¬ 
tional rule being.suspended, was read a second time and ordered to be engrossed for a 
thiid reading. 

Mr Bayne from the same committee, to which was referred the iictition of the 
Chamber of Commerce of dAdjile, reported tiiat in tlio opinion of the committee, 
it was inexpedient to legislate on the subject, in which report the Mcaise con 
curred. 

AIv Bayne from the same committee, to which was referred the ])etlti:)n of John 
M, Yancey and others, praying the estabjisiinicnt (d‘ a public waiehoiise at Mobile, 
reported that it was incxjiedicnl to legislate thereon, in which report tiie House con¬ 
curred. 

iMr Ba} ne from the same committee, to whirdi was refciTed the memorial of 
Edward Twitchell, iiraying the regulation by law of tolls upon horsemills, imported 
that it is inexpedient to legislate thereon, in which repoit the House concurred. 

Mr Bayne from the same committee, to whicli was referred the jietitioii of the 
commissioners court of Marion county, lejiorled in ine xpedient to legislate on tlie sub¬ 
ject. Mr Shields moved to lay the subject on the table, which was carried. 

Mr McKinley from the committee on the judiciary, made the following rcpoit; 

I’lie committee on the juiliciary, to wliHdi was referred joint re.«oIution.<? of the Semite and this 
House, propo.siii^ to amend the constitution, so as t» give at lea.<t one representative fnr every 
count}' ill this State, liave had the same under consideration, and instructed me to Ueport, that 
notvvitli.standing doubts may exist on the subject, it is tlie opinion of the committee, that a fair ami 
liberal iuterprelation of the eonstitution, does now give to eucli county at least one Iteprescnla- 
tive. 

'I’he nlntli section of the third article declares, ‘‘That the General As.cfMnldy shad at their first 
meeting, and in tlie years one thousand eight linndred and twenty, one tinMi'aiicl eiglit liundred 
and twenty-three, one thousand eight liuiidred and twenty-six, and every six year.s thereafter.^ 
cause an enumeration to be made of all the iuhahitauts of tlie 2>t:ile; and tlu? whole number ut 
Kepre.sentativcs shall, at the first ses.sion held after making such enumeratiou. lie lixed by the 
General Assembly and apporboned among the several couiitios, eities or towns entitled to separate 
rejiresentatiori, according to their respective number of white inhabitant^; and the said apportion¬ 
ment when made, shall not be subject to alteration until the next census shall he takmi. 'J’lie 
Hou«e of Representatives shall not consol of less than forty four, nor more than sixty, until the 
nnnibcr of while inhabitants shall he one hundred thousand, and after that event the whole number 
of Representatives shall never he less than sixty nor more than one hundred. I’rovided, liowever, 
that each county shall be entitled to at lea.'^t one Representative.” 

'I'lie article oftiic constitution to which the above recited section belongs, create'* the legislative 
department of the government, provides for its organization and for fixing from time to time, tho 
number of Senators and Representatives, 'rhe general rule of representation there laid down is, 
that the wlnile number of representatives shall be apportioned among the several counties, eiliea 
and towms, according to their respective rimnhcr of white inhabitants. Had no exception been 
ndded to this rule, or further constitutional provision V>een made on tlie subject ot rejiresentalion, 
no doubt could have arisen upon the question submitted in the resolution.'*. 

Rut the framers of our eonstitution appear to have considered it impolitic and peihops un just, tc 
have any county without a separate representation; and, therefore, in imitation ot the constitution 
of the I7. ,S. upon a similar subject, .and using in part the same language, after fiximr the rninimuni 
nnd maximum number of representatives, they add ;i proviso wliich gives, how ev< r small its popula¬ 
tion, at least one representative. The second section of the first article of the constitution of the 
United .States, provides for the apportionment of representatives in Congress, and among other 
things declares, that “the nunaber of representatives shall not exceed.one for every thirty thousand, 
but each State shall have at least one representative.” In both these cases, noin.attor how high 
the ratio of representation may be fixed, or how small the population of the county in one case, or 
•f the State tn the other, a representative must be allowed. Delaware is now represented in 
Congress w’ith .a less population than is required by the ratio fixed by law'. Arkansasnnd Michigan 
ftre both in the same condition, yet no one has ever doubted the right of these States to separata 
representation. It is obvious that the framers of our constitution had before them the above re- 
Cdcd provi.sion of the constitution of the United States, when they adopted the provi.^o giving t6 
each county at least one representative, and that their intention W'as to establish that as a perma¬ 
nent and fundamental principle ©fthe government.
